We  are  hopeful  that  the  events  of  the  past  year  will 
serve  as  an  example  to  future  members  of  the  Student 
Advisory  Board.  They  must  take  their  responsibilities 
more  seriously  by  informing  the  student  body  of  School 
Committee  proceedings  and  speaking  out  when 
necessary.
